It was, however, stoutly maintained on 
the’ authority of the Mandarin that there 
was ‘really an execution of five men anda 
woman last week, but at the eleventh hour 
the venue was changed to a place near Canton, 
However that may be, few of those who were so 
recently decelyed by the cry of “ Wolf™ would 
venture again yesterday, and there were only: 
some thirty Europeans, who had not previously 
been Ind astray, who spent thelr Sunday In. 
Kowloon City, ‘There it was positively asserted 
that the two Vamoa murderers, whose 
capture we reported on the 6th Inst., were to be 
-executed to-day (1th Inat.) with some others. 
This, coupled with the authoritative announce- 
ment of the arrest of several undoubted pirates, 
put ‘everybody on the alert,. aod = when, 
this morning, two or three private telegrams 
arrived stating definitely that’ a gunboat had 
left Canton at four. a'clack this morning with 
prisoners on board for Kowloon, and. that the 
event was officially fixed for.two o'clock, a laree 
number ef people at once went over.. The 
fact that It was Monday, not Saturdsy, was 
against the theory of ‘more poke Nes," 
and all daubts.were set at reat when a gunboat 
was signalled passing Hongkong ‘about 9 a.m. 
Consequently there were some fifty Europeans 
and a few hundred Chinege in the “ City" when, 


about one o'clock, two other‘ gumboats steamed }- 


into the bay, There was more to sce on’ shore 
to-day than before; the “fort.” (they call ita 
fort over there) was gay with flags. and banners, 
the ancient cn't-iron. bottlesdignified by the name 
of "cannon" were'ready for action, soldiers (or, 
to speak correctly, braves) swarmed all over the 
village, and -all the cvstom house buildings, 
gunboats, revenue boats and war junks displays 
their showiest bunting.
